Vital Statistics To 
Advance In Costs 

Supervisor Schabarum says 
a new state law that cre¬ 
ates a statewide program to 
prevent Iradulent .use of 
birth certificates will require 
the County to charge $3 for 
certified copies cf marriage, 
birth and death records start¬ 
ing January 1. 

'The present fee is $2. 

The new program calls for 
the State Department of 
Health to regularly send lists 
of recent deaths to Califor¬ 
nia’s 58 counties so that lo¬ 
cally-filed birth records of 
persons born in California 
can be marked to refelect 
the fact that they have died. 

Los Angeles County’s De 
partment of Registrar • Re¬ 
corder pinoeered such a pro¬ 
gram in July, 1975, Schaba¬ 
rum says. 

Sines that time, many 
other Jurisdictio.ns have 
adopted the county’s plan, 
most recently the Legisla¬ 
ture Irv authorizing the state¬ 
wide effort. 

The State Department of 
Health will receive 50 cents 
of the new charge to de¬ 
fray its costs, while the 
County will retain the other 
50 cents.

Stroll through the grounds 
near the Morman Temple In 
Salt Lake City, Utah . . . 
there you will see a statue 
.... in memory of seagulls. 
Why seagulls? 

Many know the story, but 
It’s worth repeating. 

During one of the early 
settlement years the Mor¬ 
mons were threatened by a 
scourge of crickets, who 
, threatened to devour the 
crops . . . and cause a de¬ 
vastating famine. 

Prospects of any crop was 
bleak, but suddenly seagulls 
by the thousands came from 
the sky, ate the crickets and 
saved the crops. 

Present day Mormons and 
others are often threatened 
by crickets even now. But a | 
new type of farm technology ' 
called “biological control” is 
used. A lo w flying plaine 
spreads bran flakes Oin the 
infested fields. 

The bran flakes are treated 
with a deadly parasite of 
crickets called Nosema (sick¬ 
ness) Lociustae (grasshop¬ 
pers). Grasshoppers and 
crickets gourge themselves 
on the bran . . . .are infected 
with the parasite and die . . 
.. up to 90 per cent. 

Fortunately the parasite is 
no threat to people or flora 
or fauna. A.nd American 
Agriculture checks off an¬ 
other advance towards pro¬ 
viding good, pure food at a 
moderate price.

The costing of the Textron 
shares is easy also. The copy 
of the letter from the cor¬ 
poration says you received 
S/lOths of a share of Textron 
for each share of ARD that 
you held. Three-tenths of 
your cost of $1,461.25 is 
$438.38. That figure divided 
by the 12 shares you re¬ 
ceived shows each Textron 
share cost you $36.53. 

The balance of your ori¬ 
ginal cost or $1,022.8 is the 
cost of the 30 shares of Digi¬ 
tal which you received. 'This 
made them $34.10 each. Tlie 
letter from the corporation 
indicates this distribution 
was a taxable transaction 
and that the value of Digital 
at the time you received it 
was $82,875 per share. I’d 
talk to your tax advisor to 
get his recommendations as 
to what you should do at 
this point. It looks to me 
like you owe some tax that 
you didn’t pay. 

Q. — A friend tells me 
that he won’t invest in any 
Of the big oil companies be¬ 
cause the government seems 
bent on making them un¬ 
profitable. He said that the 
companies which prov i d c 
services to the big oil com 
panics are making much 
more money than the oil 
companies themselves and 
they don’t face the danger 
of having their income leg¬ 
islated away. Can you tell 
me something about such 
companies. 

A. There are a large num¬ 
ber of companies which pro¬ 
vide many services for the 
major oil companies. There 
are companies which drill for 
oil, own amd rent ship and 
drilling material, make drill¬ 
ing equipment, and provide 
supplies for the oil fields. All 
of these companies have 
been very busy In recent 
years. There are not enough 
of them and they don’t have 
the capacity to meet all the 
meeds for oil drilling today. 

They profits have been mov¬ 
ing ahead very nicely. In just 
two years for instance, Halli¬ 
burton’s earnings per share 
have gone from $3.84 to $6, 

Schlumberger’s earnings per 
share from $2.61 to $4.70,
